The magpie makes another 
dash for the spoon, and darts around 
a tree with it in his beak. 
The girl 
leaps up, flings a clod and a Romany 
epithet, and

TRIAL BY NEW SPAPER 


Lawyers have 
a 
fine 
sco rn t o r 
what they call “trial by new spaper”. 
W hat they mean is the so rt o f Co m­ 
ment in the press which prejudices a 
m an’s chances fo r a fair trial. So me­ 
times, ho wever, the term is emplo yed 
to mean anything in the w ay o f pub­ 
licity. 
So metimes o fficers o f the law 
feel that the prying abo ut o f a 
re­ 
po rter 
is 
unnecessary interference 
with their business, and the lawyers 
resent the publicatio n o f facts co n­ 
cerning crimes and co urt pro cedure. 
It is no tthe functio n o f newspa­ 
pers, o f co urse, to try men fo r vio la­ 
tio ns o f the law. 
It is their functio n 
simply to repo rt facts to the public 
which is the co urt o f final appeal, 
and which judges alike the law, 'lie 
press, and the co urts. 
It is the func­ 
tio n o f the press to give to the pub­ 
lic accurate acco unts o f m atters o f 
public interest, and these m atters in­ 
clude co urt pro cedure. 
Every trial is 
a m atter o f public impo rtance, 
be­ 
cause the rights o f all are co ncerned 
in each individual case. 
The co urts 
belo ng to the peo ple and tho se who 
are attached to the co urts deal 
in 
human rights. 
Therefo re, the co uits 
and co urt attaches 
sho uld 
welco me 
the clear light o f ho nest and unpreju­ 
diced publicity. 
The public has no m eans o f kno w­ 
ing ho w its co urts functio n and ho w 
its laws are enfo rced, except thro ugo 
the press. 
And m any times, when 
the co urts fail to arrive at justice

Everyone knows tha t Sikeston needs a sewera ge system, a nd 
everyone interested in the growth a nd hea lth of the town wa nts 
sewera ge a nd a re for the sewera ge proposition, but they a lso wa nt 
to know wha t it will cost them, a nd they ha ve a right to know. 
Under the la w the city ca nnot vote over $1.00 per $100.00 
ta x va lua tion for a ny purpose, a nd we now ha ve a levy of 75c ta x, 
so if the sewera ge ca rries, the city could not ma ke a levy of only 
25c increa se over wha t we now ha ve. If you will get your ta x re­ 
ceipt a nd see wha t your a ssessment is a nd multiply the hundredth 
by 25c, you will ha ve your cost, or your pa rt of the cost of the 
Slwera ge system. For illustra tion, if your property is now a ssess­ 
ed a t $500.00, your increa se ta x with a sewera ge system voted will 
be $1.25 per yea r. A very sma ll cost to you for the benefits to 
yourself a nd the community. We now ha ve a popula tion of a bout 
6 000. We know tha t a s towns get la rger, they must be more 
pa rticula r rega rding the disposa l of their sewera ge, if they a re 
not, typhoid fever a nd kindred disea ses a re preva lent, dea th often 
follows. 
It is for the people to sa y whether or not it is better to look 
to the hea lth of a community while there is time, tha n to wish it 
ha d a fter it is too la te. The U. S. Government ha s found out from 
experience in moblizing troops, tha t the first thing to do is pre­ 
pa re a sa nita ry pla ce for them, a nd these da ys a sewera ge system 
is the first thought when mobilizing. 
Cities a re simila r to a 
mobliza tion of troops, a s it is merely a mobliza tion of its citizen­ 
ship, a nd we should look a fter their needs a nd hea lth before a n ep­ 


idemic brea ks o ut in that co mmunity. Our experience the pa st 
summer with o ut first typho id is a fo rerunner o f what will ha p­ 
pen should we neglect the sanitatio n o f o ur city. 
From a material standpo int, there are several buildings 
to be 
built, provided the city will be able to furnish the pro per sewer­ 
a ge for these buildings. They will no t be built if we have 
to use 
cesspools and septic tanks fo r the dispo sal o f the sewerage. The 
city is no w co vered with septic tanks and cesspo o ls and as the 
town grows, 
these beco me a so urce o f danger to every man, wom­ 
a n a nd child in the city. We believe the system as devised 
is a s 
good a s we can put in, co vering practically all the city, and will be 
a decided advantage in bo th health and material gro wth o f o ur 
city. 
It is the o pinio n o f this co mmittee appo inted by the Cha mber 
of Commerce to wo rk in co njunctio n with the city o fficials, tha t we 
a re now facing a fact that has to be met, and that it has been met 
to the best po ssible way with the mo ney available in the system 
la id out by the engineers. We trust that the peo ple will vote the 
bonds, so tha t Sikesto n may take her place alo ng with o ther cities 
of Southea st Misso uri who have put their to wns in the place they 
belong by putting in a sewerage system to take care o f the growth 
a nd hea lth o f their inhabitants.

deer will be placed in deer enclo sures 
in two o f M isso uri’s State parks be­ 
fo re the end o f the appro aching win­ 
ter. 
Anno uncement o f the purchase 
o f fifty do er fo r the State herds was 
made by Co mmissio ner 
Keith 
Mc- 
Canse o f the game and fish dep art­ 
ments. 
Fifteen deer already have 
be« *n do nated to the 
State by 
the 
Taney Co unty Game Preserve. 
The purchase o f the deer was made 
fro m a Michigan co mpany fo r 
$40 
each, including crating and shipping 
co sts o f the animals fro m the native 
habitat o n Grand Island, in Lake Su­ 
perio r, where they ro amed wlid o ver 
a 13,000 acre tract. 
“ We have agreed to purcthase all 
the deer these peo ple can furnish us 
this year sa well as the next year o r 
tw o ”, said 
McCanse, “but we w*ere 
o nly pro mised fifty this seaso n 
as 
o ther states have spo ken 
ahead 
o f 
us” . 
The co mmissio ner believes th a t the 
fifty head purchased sho uld furnish a 
rugged nucleus fo r the 
pro pagatio n 
f the species in the wo o ded regio ns 
o f the state. 
They are no t pam p er­ 
ed by civilizatio n having been allo w­ 
ed to ro am free o n their island ho me. 
The white tailed species are native o f 
Misso uri and in

The deer

Interest rates on short-time loans 
for agricultural 
purposes 
in 
the 
United States have declined m aterial­ 
ly in the last ten years, particularly 
in regions where the cost of such 
loans was formerly very high. This 
is revealed by extensive credit infor­ 
mation which the Department of Ag­ 
riculture has obtained from all parts 
of the country. 
The decline 
has 
been most marked in the 
Southern 
and Mountain States. 
In Oklahoma 
the average rate «>n short-term bank 
loans declined as much as 2.6 per cent 
from 1914 to 1923. 
In the same per 
iod the average rate declined 
1.6 
per cent in Alabama and 1 per cent 
in Wyoming 
Nevertheless, interest 
rates 
on 
short-term 
agricultural 
loans are still relatively high in some 
sections, says the department. 
Rates are especially high in regions 
where the demand for capital exceeds 
the supply 
and 
where 
the risk on 
loans is exceptionally great. 
Where 
savings are deficient and it is neces­ 
sary to 
bring capital in from out­ 
side sources higher charges must bt 
made to cover the additional costs ot 
the financing. 
Rates are according­ 
ly higher generally in the West than 
in the East. 
Additional charges also 
are higher in regions where the sup­ 
ply of 
1 oanable 
funds is relatively 
low. 
These additional charges are of 
various kinds. 
They 
include 
com­ 
missions, minimum balance require­ 
ments. and the collection of interest 
in advance. 
Such adidtional charges 
I are sometimes resorted to as a means 
of evading usury laws. 
In fact, it 
has been shown that usury laws can­ 
not Ih‘ enforced because of the ease 
with which their intent can be evad­ 
ed by extra charges that do not show 
in nominal interest rates. 
Yet there is a tendency for extra 
costs, as well as interest rates proper, 
to fall. 
Thus only 3.3 |>er cent 
of 
the banks in the country made use of 
minimum 
balance requirements 
in 
1923, as compared with 6 per cent in 
1920. 
Only 34 per cent of the hanks 
in 1923 were collecting interest 
in 
advance, compared with 40 per cent 
in 1921. 
Easier credit conditions due 


to an increased fl««w of funds seeking 
investment in all parts of the coun- ! 
try have been a factor 
in bringing 
about lower costs for short-term a g ­ 
ricultural loans. 
An immense amount of money has 
been advanced to farm ers by banks 
in the form of short-term loans. Ac­ 
cording to the best 
estimates, total 
personal and collateral 
bank loans 
outstanding 
on December 
31, 1926 
amounted to about $3,870,000,000. Al­ 
though there was a decline 
in 
the ' 
three following years, it is consider­ 
ed probable that outstanding short- 
time hank 
loans 
still 
amount to 
uround $3,000,000,000. 
In the early 
part of 1924, however, the personal 
and collateral loans of banks to farm- j 
ers amounted to only about 9 per cent 
of their total loans 
and 
discounts, j 
compared with 13 per cent

TRIAL BY NEW SPAPER 


Lawyers have 
a 
fine 
scorn for 
what they call "trial by newspaper”. 
What they mean is the sort of com­ 
ment in the press which prejudices a 
man's chances for a fair trial. Some­ 
times, however, the term is employed 
to mean anything in the way of pub­ 
licity. 
Sometimes officers of the law 
feel that the prying about of a 
re­ 
porter 
is 
unnecessary interference 
with their business, and the lawyers 
resent the publication of facts con­ 
cerning crimes and court procedure. 
It is no tthe function of newspa­ 
pers. of course, to try men for viola­ 
tions of the law. 
It is their function 
simply to report facts to the public 
which is the court of final appeal, 
and which judges alike the law, the 
press, and the courts. 
It is the func­ 
tion of the- press to give to the pub­ 
lic accurate accounts of matters of 
public interest, and these matters in­ 
clude court procedure. 
Every trial is 
a m atter of public importance, 
be­ 
cause the rights of all are concerned 
in each individual case. 
The courts 
belong to the people and those who 
are attached to the courts deal 
in 
human rights. 
Therefore, the courts 
and court attaches 
should 
welcome 
the clear light of honest and unpreju­ 
diced publicity. 
The public has no means of know­ 
ing how its courts function and how 
its laws are enforced, except through 
the press. 
And many times, when 
the courts fail to arrive at justice 
there is a decision in the 
ultimate 
court of public opinion, largely 
be­ 
cause of the service 
of 
the press. 
Albert Fall will probably never be 
convicted, in the courts, of wrong do­ 
ing. 
But the public has a very de­ 
finite conviction of Mr. Fall’s handl­ 
ing of his public trust and while he 
passes his time at the New Mexico 
ranch, he suffers his punishment just 
as surely as the former Kaiser has 
been brought to account at Doom. 
We think also of the controversy 
between Admiral Sims und Secretary 
Daniels. 
The admiral seemed 
both 
audacious and impudent but 
most 
people now believe that he performed 
a great service to the 
country 
in 
broadcasting, over the protest of his 
superior, the country’s need of more 
auviliary craft to round out the navy.

The United States Supreme Court 
Monday ruled that the fourth amend­ 
ment to the Federal Constitution has 
not l>een repealed and must be obey­ 
ed, even by Federal agents operating 
under the Harrison narcotic act. The 
decision reverses the lower 
Federal 
Court, from which the case had been 
appealed. 
This amendment, frequently print­ 
ed in these columns, reads: 
The right of the people to se­ 
cure in their persons, houses, pa­ 
pers and effects, against unreas­ 
onable 
searches 
and 
seizures, 
shall not be violated, and no w ar­ 
rants shall issue but upon prob­ 
able cause, supported by oath or 
affirmation, and particularly de­ 
scribing the place to be searched, 
and the persons or things to 
be 
seized. 
In the case 
under 
discussion 
a 
search had been made without a w ar­ 
rant. 
Presumably it was one of those 
raids “on suspicion", with which St. 
Louis has become so familiar under 
the policy 
of 
our 
present Police 
Board. 
The Supreme Courts' opinion 
is illuminating on this point. Thus: 
The protection of 
the 
fourth 
amendment extends to all equal­ 
ly, to those justly 
suspected or 
accused as well as to the 
inno­ 
cent. 
The search 
of 
a private 
dwelling without a w arrant is in 
itself unreasonable 
and 
abhor­ 
rent to our laws. * * Belief, how­ 
ever well founded, that an article 
sought is concealed in a 
dwell- 
house furnishes no justification 
for a search of that place without 
a warrant. 
This opinion upholds 
the position 
consistently held 
by 
the Post-Dis 
patch and specifically asserted in our 
editorial of October 6, headed, “The 
Police Board's Quibbles", from which 
we quote: 
We differ with both the grand 
jury and the Police Board 
with 
regard to the rights of citizens 
accusde 
of 
the 
worst kind of 
crimes or law violations. 
They 
as well as the violators of liquor 
and gambling and other 
social 
and moral laws 
are 
entitled to 
rights and due process 
of law. 
Accused persons are not 
crim ­ 
inals until convicted in court. 
We say without fear of contra­ 
diction by any man who 
knows 
the Constiuttion and 
the 
laws 
and who is not quibbing for ad­ 
vantage that no law not in con­ 
formity with the State and Fed­ 
eral Constitutions 
is 
valid, and 
no conduct of public officials con­ 
trary to them is lawful. 
Such 
conduct is official lawlessness. 
That is what 
the 
United 
State 
Supreme Court has just suid.— Post 
Dispatch .

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Statement of Engineers 
The estimated cost of constructing the sanitary sewer sys­ 
tem as shown on the maps submitted and posted is $79,399.63 for 
the construction work. This estimate is based upon a proposal, 
copy of which was filed with the Mayor, from Rowan and Rickard, 
General Contractors of Lawrence, Kansas, in which they offered 
to do the work as shown by our first lay-out for $77,000.00, pro­ 
vided the work was offered for bids within 75 days. Additions 
made since that time, before the plan was finally adopted, has 
brought the total up to the figure given. The work will be let by 
competitive bids and nobody can say just what the contract price 
will be, but the written offer of Rowan and Rickard, who are re­ 
sponsible contractors, would indicate that the work can be let for 
the estimate or less unless the matter is too long delayed and 
economic conditions change in the meanwhile. 
The total length of the sewers proposed and shown on the 
maps is 12.83 miles. The minimum size is 8 inch diameter and the 
maximum size 15 inch diameter. You will note that there are two 
outfalls, both 15 inch. 
The maximum capacity of the pipe system is governed and 
controlled by the capacity of the two 15 inch outfall sewers. The 
size of these outfalls was controlled by the low grade line obtain­ 
able and were made 15 inches instead of 12 inches in size in order 
to secure velocity of flow. The capacity of each outfall is in ex­ 
cess of 1,100,000 gallons per day, or a total combined capacity of 
over 2,200,000 gallons per day. The average sewerage flow per 
capita per day is from 50 to 75 gallons. Allowing 100 gallons per 
capita per day including ground water seepage, which will be 
clearly in excess of requirements, and assuming that all of this 


flow will take place in 16 hours, we have a pipe line capacity s 
ficient to care for a population of 15,000 people, and, in fact, 
would probably be adequate for a population of 20,000. It mi 
be remembered that this is a sanitary system and does not cai 
storm water. 
Attention is called to the fact that the system is so desiu 
that laterals can be added from time to time as needed, so tl 
there is no part of the city which cannot be ultimately served. 
Your question as to area served is irrelevant, since sanitj 
sewers are not controlled in design by area to be served, as 
storm sewers, but by population to be served. 
As stated in 
answer to the previous question, the system is so designed t] 
any property in Sikeston can eventually be served. 
There are so many different kinds of cesspools that 
not give a comparative cost of service connections to the sanil 
sewer a scompared with cost of cesspools. Cesspools are n< 
sarily ultimately much more expensive as well as dangerous, 
service line has to be laid from the fixture to the cesspool wl 
may prove as long and expensive as the cost of the conncetion] 
the sewer. Then the cesspool must be cleaned out ever so oi 
or filled in and a new one constructd. It is inconceivable that 
body in a city the size of Sikeston is going to attempt to bala| 
the cost of cesspools against the cost of sewer service. There 
no comparison between the two and the former are so objecti 
able and dangerous to the water supply and public health that 
community can afford to tolerate them. 
The maps filed and posted show the location of all of the 
posed sewer lines and any resident can readily determine froi 
inspection of the map, the approximate distance of his residt 
from the nearest sewer line. 
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Publicity Committee Chamber of Commerce 
Everyone knows that Sikeston needs a sewerage system, and 
everyone interested in the growth and health of the town wants 
sewerage and are for the sewerage proposition, but they also want 
to know what it will cost them, and they have a right to know. 
Under the law the city cannot vote over $1.00 per $100.00 
tax valuation for any purpose, and we now have a levy of 75c tax, 
so if the sewerage carries, the city could not make a levy of only 
25c increase over what we now have. If you will get your tax re­ 
ceipt and see what your assessment is and multiply the hundredt 
by 25c, you will have your cost, or your part of the cost of the 
Slwerage system. Kor illustration, if your property is now assess­ 
ed at $500.00, your increase tax with a sewerage system voted will 
be $1.25 per year. A very small cost to you for the benefits to 
yourself and the community. We now have a population of about 
6000. We know that as towns get larger, they must be more 
particular regarding the disposal of their sewerage, if they are 
not, typhoid fever and kindred diseases are prevalent, death often 
follows. 
It is for the people to say whether or not it is better to look 
to the health of a community while there is time, than to wish it 
had after it is too late. The U. S. Government has found out from 
experience in moblizing troops, that the first thing to do is pre­ 
pare a sanitary place for them, and these days a sewerage system 
is the first thought when mobilizing. 
Cities are similar to a 
moblization of troops, as it is merely a moblization of its citizen­ 
ship, and we should look after their needs and health before an ep­ 


idemic breaks out in that community. Our experience the past 
summer with out first typhoid is a forerunner of what will hap­ 
pen should we neglect the sanitation of our city. 
From a material standpoint, there are several buildings to be 
built, provided the city will be able to furnish the proper sewer­ 
age for these buildings. They will not be built if we have to use 
cesspools and septic tanks for the disposal of the sewerage. The 
city is now covered with septic tanks and cesspools and as the 
town grows, these become a source of danger to every man, wom­ 
an and child in the city. We believe the system as devised is as 
good as we can put in, covering practically all the city, and will be 
a decided advantage in both health and material growth of our 
city. 
It is the opinion of this committee appointed by the Chamber 
of Commerce to work in conjunction with the city officials, that we 
are now facing a fact that has to be met, and that it has been met 
to the best possible way with the money available in the system 
laid out by the engineers. We trust that the people w ill vote the 
bonds, so that Sikeston may take her place along with other cities 
of Southeast Missouri w’ho have put their towns in the place they 
belong by putting in a sewerage system to take care of the growth 
and health of their inhabitants.

in two of Missouri's State parks be­ 
fore the end of the approaching win­ 
ter. 
Announcement of the purchase 
of fifty deer for the State herds was 
made by Commissioner 
Keith 
Mc- 
Canse of the game and fish depart­ 
ments. 
Fifteen deer already have 
been donated to the 
State by 
the 
Taney C«»unty Game Preserve. 
The purchase of the deer was made 
from a Michigan c«»mpany for 
$40 
each, including crating and shipping 
costs of the animals from the native 
habitat on (»rand Island, in Lake Su­ 
perior, where they roamed wlid over 
a 13,000 acre tract. 
“We have agreed to purcthase all 
the dewr th«*se people can furnish us 
this year sa well as the next year or 
two", said McCanse, "but we were 
only promised fifty this season 
as 
other states have spoken
